Ally Jabry has 
always had a soft spot for ani- 
mals. 

The fourth grade student at 
Benjamin J. Phelps School is the 
daughter of Gina and Chris Jabry 
of Agawam and a self-professed 
animal lover. Ally said her rottwei- 
ler puppy, Apollo, is one of her best 
friends. 

Ally recently combined her love 
for animals with her ingenuity to 
come up with a fundraiser to help 
the critters seeking shelter at Dakin 
Pioneer Valley Humane Society, 
located in Springfield: she cre- 
ated purses and coin holders out of 
duct tape that she is selling to raise 
money for the shelter. 

Her goal: $200. So far, she has 
collected about $75. 

The purses/wallets come in a 
range of styles including solid col- 
ors, designs and even polkadots. 

“I start off with one base of three

Ally saw on TV featuring forlorn- 
looking cats and dogs suffering 
from cruelty and/or neglect. 

“I see the commercials and I feel 
so sad for them that I want to cry,” 
Ally said. She decided to do what 
she could to help those animals 
and started selling her merchandise 
around her neighborhood. 

To date, she has made roughly 
35 small purses/wallets, she said. 

How long it takes her to make 
the purses depends on how much 
duct tape she uses. Wallets and 
mini purses take roughly five to 
10 minutes while bigger purses 
can take anywhere from 10 to 15 
minutes, she said. She also started 
making bracelets to sell, which she 
can create in just a few minutes. 

"It's been really nice,” Ally said 
of the response she has received 
from the community so far. “Some 
people won't buy anything; they'll 
just donate money." 

Her mom, Gina Jabry is helping 
her keep track of the money she 
collects and has been in contact 
with representatives of Dakin Pio- 
neer Valley Humane Society to find 
out how to donate to them. 

She credits her daughter with 
taking the initiative to help the ani- 
mals.

Five decades later, 
AHS grads still 
make a difference

AGAWAM - The Agawam High 
School Class of 1959 has shown 
incredible unity in the 53 years 
since graduating, making a pact to 
hold regular reunions in order to 
keep their bond strong. 

And on April 11 members of the 
class were brought together during 
a dedication ceremony for their do- 
nation of two park benches for the 
Agawam High School courtyard. 

The ceremony included a tour 
of the high school led by Principal 
Steve Lemanski and Superinten- 
dent of Schools William Sapelli. 
Sapelli praised the class for its do- 
nation. 

“They are a giving group of 
people,’ Sapelli said. “It shows 
that this town has produced quality 
people who are socially conscious. 
That is very unique today. Their 
generation is very giving." 

The Class of 1959 graduated 159 
students. Approximately one-third 
of the class turns out for regular 
reunions every five years. Raffles 
are regularly held at those events, 
and some money had been raised 


by the reunions. Renee Jury, the 
vice president of student council, 
and a former 40-year employee of 
the school department, organized 
the effort to make a donation to the 
high school. 

“We were the first class to go 
through Agawam High School 
from freshman year to senior year," 
Jury said. ^We wanted to put the 
money we raised to good use." 

The donation of the park bench- 
es was welcomed by Lemanski, 
who said they are a good fit with 
the picnic tables also donated by a 
previous graduating class. 

“This is an area of our school 
that is getting a lot of use," said 
Lemanski. “We get a lot of stu- 
dents in our science department 
that come out and do experiments. 
Teachers bring their classes out 
here on warm days, and our horti- 
culture groups take care of it." 

Included with the benches was 
an engraving that commemorates 
the Class of 1959, which did not 
have the courtyard when it attend- 
ed the school.

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Northeast sees one of warmest, 


least SNOW 


AMHERST — The meteorological winter 
that just ended was one of the warmest ever 
recorded for Massachusetts and the North- 
east, depending on location, and was coupled 
with very low snowfall amounts, according 
to climatologist Michael Rawlins, manager 
of the Climate System Research Center at 
the University of Massachusetts Amherst. 
Meteorological winter runs from Dec. 1 to 
March 1. 

“We haven’t had a below average monthly 
temperature since last June,’ Rawlins said. 
“To me as a climate scientist, it’s interesting 
that we’ve had all these warm months. If this 
were to continue, we’ll very likely go on to 
have a very warm 2012.” 

At Boston, the season was the second 
warmest on record since 1872, with a sea- 
sonal average mean daily temperature of 37.2 
degrees F. Worcester also saw the second 
warmest seasonal average at 32.8 degrees F. 
In Hartford, meteorological winter was the 
second warmest ever recorded at 35.0 degrees 
F, Rawlins reports. 

At the Blue Hill Observatory in Milton, 
home of the oldest continuous weather re- 
cords in North America, the winter was also 
second warmest at 34.3 degrees F. and saw 
the second lowest snowfall since 1872. 

In Amherst, where record keeping began 
in 1836, this winter was the warmest ever 
recorded. The seasonal average mean daily 
temp was 32.6 F, surpassing 32.1 F set in 
2001-02, which was the warmest meteoro- 
logical winter recorded for most Northeast 
locations. 


Low snow 

Regionally, the Northeast Regional Cli- 
mate Center in Ithaca, N.Y., reports a mean 
winter temperature across Massachusetts of 
33.6 F, second warmest of the 117-year re- 
cord. The average across the Northeast was 
31.3 F, third warmest. Seven of the 12 North- 
east states experienced their second warmest 
year on record, with the other five falling in

he top six warmest winters. 

“Overall we’ve had quite a warm winter. 
It was also remarkable for the low snow-to- 
total-precipitation ratios, which is consistent 
with the multi-decade trend of lower snow 
totals compared to rainfall during the snow 
season,’ Rawlins said. 

Winter total precipitation at Boston was 
7.64 inches, around 75 percent of normal. 
Amherst, Worcester and Hartford received 
84, 91, and 99 percent of normal winter pre- 
cipitation, respectively. 

“50 while Boston experienced its fourth 
least snowiest winter on record, and snow- 
fall at other locations likely fell in the top 10 
least snowiest, the region did not experience 
exceptionally dry weather,’ he said. 

Boston has received 9.2 inches of snow this 
snowfall season. Amherst has received 17.4 
inches. In the absence of additional snowfall, 
Boston’s total would rank second least snowy 
on record, while Amherst’s total would rank 
in the top five least snowy. 

"Given the relatively warm waters offshore, 
it will be increasingly difficult for snow to oc- 
cur as the weeks go Бу,” said Rawlins. 


Below average 

Season 2011-12 degree-day totals, a mea- 
surement designed to reflect the demand for 
energy needed to heat a home or business, 
through February at Boston, Worcester and 
Hartford are 20 percent below average, a re- 
flection of the warm conditions over autumn 
and winter. At Boston, Worcester and Hart- 
ford, the last month with a mean monthly 
temperature below average was June 2011. 

As for the relationship between weather 
and climate, the climate scientist points out, 
“These are weather data from one year. Re- 
member climate is weather averaged over 
long time periods. We shouldn’t confuse 
warm weather with climate change. But it’s 
also true that when you have a warm season 
on top of a long-term warming trend, you’re 
more likely to see records broken and more 
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winters on record

likely to experience extremes in weather.” 

It’s interesting that while monthly average 
temperatures have risen over the past decade 
in spring, summer and fall, the region has 
seen a series of colder-than-average winters 
since 2002, according to Rawlins. 

"Winter has been the anomaly in the pic- 
ture so far, and recent research suggests that 
this may be attributable to processes occur- 
ring further north,’ he said. “Climate re- 
searchers are currently investigating the hy- 
pothesis that losses of sea ice in the Arctic has 
led to increased snowfall in Siberia, which in 
turn may be leading to colder winters in the 
eastern United States and Europe in recent 
years.” 

He notes that data reported here are con- 
sidered preliminary by the National Weather 
Service and have not undergone quality con- 
trol by the National Climatic Data Center.

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She doesn’t even recognize her family. 

It started innocently enough with a few 
minor memory lapses that over time evolved 
into dementia and, finally, Alzheimer’s. 
That’s what the doctors said, but that’s little 
consolation to the people who spent a life- 
time loving — and being loved by — her. And 
now, she doesn’t know who we are. 

Today, she’s 87 years old, and she has 
lived at Heritage Hall in Agawam for more 
years than I’ve been a reporter. Her beautiful 
chestnut-colored hair has turned white and 
her smile — which at one time could light up 
a room — has faded. She's here, but she’s not, 
and I miss her. 

A few years ago, when I was still a col- 
lege student living in Springfield, my Gram 
was moved to Heritage Hall from her home 
in Ludlow because she was suffering from 
dementia. Her husband of over 60 years was 
having difficulty caring for her in that state 
and it was determined that she needed more 
assistance than even he could give her. 

Today, he still visits with her every day. 

One day early on, I stopped by the nursing 
home to visit her. My dark brown hair was

Flounder dish breaks seafood ‘rule’ 


A very famous New York chef has stated 
that preparing seafood with cheese is a big 
“no-no.” I have no idea who made up this 
rule, but I have never had a problem break- 
ing it. My Spanish flounder recipe is topped 
with a sharp cheddar cheese and I have re- 
ceived many compliments on this dish, even 
from those who thought they hated seafood. 

This recipe serves only two and if you 
find that there 1s a bit more rice than needed, 
refrigerate about half cup of the rice before 
plating each serving. For a quick appetizer 
the following evening, spoon about one 
tablespoon of rice on an Endive leaf. This 
should yield about six to eight filled leaves.

Notes from the 
Music Room

Howard Crotty continued teaching instrumen- 
tal music at the elementary schools and directing 
the Agawam Junior High School band when the 
new high school opened in 1955 and I was hired 
to take over the high school band at that time. I 
continued as senior high band director until 1990 with addi- 
tional people coming to the music department as the popula- 
tion increased in the 1960s, 705 and ‘80s. 

Sally Lowell became the elementary band director in the 
early “605. David Baldock took over the junior high and mid- 
dle school bands when the new junior high opened in 1973. 
Scott Thomson took over that position in 1980 and Zachary 
Tileston was hired to assist with the senior high concert band 
and jazz bands. 

Daniel Melbourne served as assistant high school band di- 
rector for a brief period, with Scott Thomson moving to the 
senior high school position in the middle ‘80s and Tamara 
Watson taking over the junior high and middle school bands 
and Kenneth Longstreeth eventually taking over the middle 
school position. 

Dorothy Hegarty directed the string program and orches- 
tras during most of the 1970s and ‘80s and the complete mu- 
sic staff became 10 people, with my becoming department 
head and still doing the high school marching band. 

We hope to eventually get into the great contribution made 
by all of these people and also comment on the excellent 
work done by the present teachers in the instrumental and 
choral areas. Previous articles have had a focus on the band 
program up to 1990.

expected to be unemployed after graduation, but the school’s 
business office, which was located at the junior high school, 
required a secretary for the summer. She took the job. 

At the end of the summer Montessi returned to her previous 
part-time position. “I loved working with the children, so I 
decided to stick with it and get another job at night.” 

‘Great’ position for working mom 

For a few years, Montessi worked two jobs. “I was just 
starting my family, so working four hours in the school posi- 
tion was great for me,” she said. “I also got to spend more 
time with my children because I had summers and school va- 
cations off.” 

After the new junior high school in Feeding Hills opened 
in the mid-1970s, the old junior high school where Montessi 
worked became the Agawam Middle School. The change also 
meant an increase in her work hours to six hours a day. 

By the summer of 1986, her starting pay rate had nearly 
doubled when the school committee approved a new hourly 
rate of $7.74 per hour. 

Montessi spent 23 years working in the school on Main 
Street — and her career almost ended there in 1995. One 
morning after a school committee meeting she learned that 
the middle school guidance department was being eliminated. 
She would no longer have a job. 

“What a shock,” recalled Montessi. 

Fortunately, another job opened in the school system. Mon- 
tessi was hired as a secretary in the Special Services Depart- 
ment at the high school. It's the position she currently holds. 

Changes and challenges 

April Rist, the school's current special services director has 
known Montessi for about four years. 

Rist said that despite many changes that have occurred since 
Montessi began working in the department — from several dif- 
ferent directors to changes in staff to a recent reduction from 
three to two secretaries — Montessi has faced these challenges 
with a positive attitude and a smile on her face. 

“Sherrill has taken on additional responsibilities without 
complaint. She has a wonderful sense of humor and never 
takes herself too seriously — a trait I admire,” said Rist. 

Looking back, Montessi said she is very grateful to have 
been hired for that part-time position 40 years ago. She is 
even more thankful to be able to continue working for the 
school system. 

“Гуе worked with many different bosses and co-workers, 
so I think one of my biggest accomplishments has been my 
ability to work with all the changes that have occurred over 
the years,” said Montessi. 

With 40 years under her belt, Montessi occasionally thinks 
about retirement.

“I think of it every now and then, but I’m not old enough to 
retire,’ she said. “And I can honestly say it really doesn’t feel 
like I've been working for 40 years.” 

Single employer career a rarity 

Working for four decades isn’t unusual. Working for the 
same employer for 40 years, however, is exceptional. A recent 
report from the U.S. Department of Labor indicated that the 
average person will stay in one job for about four years and 
will have seven to 10 jobs in his or her lifetime. 

“Sherrill is still going strong,” said Janice Truelove, presi- 
dent of the Agawam Secretarial Union. “There are a few 
teachers in Agawam who have as many years of service as 
Sherrill, but it’s very rare to see a secretary who has worked 
here as long as Sherrill.” 

Truelove added that it’s equally important to recognize im- 
portant milestones among the school’s secretarial staff as it is 
among the teaching staff. She said while teachers and admin- 
istrators are busy working with students, school secretaries 
are often busy handling many different tasks at once.

Her co-workers held a special celebration in March to mark 
her 40th anniversary. 

“Tt was so beautiful. I wasn't prepared for all the balloons, 
the lunch, the flowers, the congratulatory messages, or even 
the special plaque that they gave me,” said Montessi. “It’s 
been a great 40 years working with so many great people.

"It's nice when a child of that age thinks of something like 
that on her own,” she said. “I think it’s a wonderful thing that 
she is doing." 

She sees her granddaughter as a role model for others and, 
indeed, said Ally is viewed as one by her teachers at Phelps. 

"That's just who she is,” Marquiss said.
